The au- 
nihiiation of the Apache seems to te 
regarded as the only way in 
which to keep bim quiet—the silence 
of death, the dumb eloquence which will for- 
ever solve a vexed problem. Even 80 great a 
newspaper as Tun TRIBUNE, which uu regarded 
by the public asa journal singularly free from 
bias and prejudice, bails the news of Crook's 
sanguinary “ioterview”’ in the Sierra Madres 
witb these Indians, and the consequent decima- 
tion of their ranks, with seeming delight, bring- 
ing into use a somewhat-worn expression in its

MURDER MOST FOUL. 


Mire. Paalinea Froitzheim Killed at 
Auburn, N. Y.—Joseph Pitmaky the 
Supposed Murderer. 

Syxacussz, N. Y., June 1L—[Special.)—A foul 
murder was committed at the residence of An- 
drew Froitzheim, No. 94 Perrine street, in Au- 
burn, about twenty-five miles from bere, this 
afternoon about 4 oclock. The victim was 
Froitzheim’s wife Paulina, and the murderer is 
supposed to be Joseph Pitmaky, aGerman who 
boarded with the Froitzheims two years ago. 
Froitzheim returned from work about 5 o’ciock, 
and was surprised to find ail the doors of his 
residence fastened on the iuside. Looking 
around, his attenuon was attracted by spots of 
blood on the floor near the back-door, 
and also biood-stains on the door near the 
knob. He hurried to the bedroom off from the 
kitchen, where lay the bloody implement with 
which the deed was committed, It was a small 
ax. The handle was stained with blood. and 
suspended from it were long bairs. Itiay on the 
floor at the head of the bed. A small bureau 
with drawes found partly opened revealed that 
they had been plundered. From the bedroom 
the frantic husband flew to the door of the 
sitting-room, and opening it, he was horrified 
by the sight which met his gaze. His 
wife's body lay across the east side of 
the room, with her face down, afid her hair torn 
from her head, which was crushed in, evidentiy 
by the hatchet before referred to. The body 
lay in a pool ot bleod. Another pool of blood 
lay between her and the east wall of the room. 
Two more and still larger pools stained the car- 
pet. The door-casings and paneis bore finger- 
marks of che murderer, in bis victim's bicod: 
blood covered the walis and windows: there 
was blood everywhere. At the feet of the 
woman was atwenty-two calibre revoiver. The 
woman's clothes were disordered,and the buttous 
were torn off. An earthen bowi filied with 
bloody water stood on the chair, and this, with a 
piece of soap at the foot of a chair on the floor, 
indicated where the murderer had cleaned his 
bands. About $6 in money was stolen from the 

ket-book lying on the table. A silver watch 
anging from a bracket in a corner of the room, 
belonging to a son. Martin, was stolen, as were 
also two bank- books belonging to the father and 

son respectively. ,

THE TREASURY 
ANALYSIS OF THE DEBT, 

Wasatnaton, D. C., June 1. —[Special.]—The 
following analysis of the public debt statement 
for May was prepared by Mr. Joha M. Carson, 
Clerk of the Committee on Ways and Means. 
The decrease in the public debt for May is less 
than $5,000,000, and for the eleven months cilos- 
ing yesterday less than §120,000,000, as against a 
decrease in May, 1882, of over $10,000,000, 
and for the eleven months ending with 
May of last year of over 8109. 
000,000. The aggregate reduction during the 
last fiscal year was $151,000.000, but for 
the present year, which closes with the current 
month, the reduction is not likely to exceed 
125.000. 00 0. This comparatively unfavorable 
exhibit is attributed to the falling off in receipts 
from customs, which falling off will continue 
until July 1, when the new Tariff act goes into 
effect, and perhaps for several months after 
July. The bonded debt shows a decrease since 
May lof over $10,000,000, that amount of called 
bonds having been redeemed. The amount 
of continued 8% per cent bonds now 
outstanding subject to call is only 
$33,000,000, and univss the policy of the Treasury 
Department in reference to the reserve to be 
maintained is changed that amount is not likely 
to be called for redemption for several months. 
The avaiiable cash in the Treasury is $131,549,- 
331, a decrease since May 1 ot abdut $5,000,000. 
The baiance is equal to about 38 per cent of the 
outstanding legal-tenders. Since Aug. 1 last 
there have been issued seven calis for bonds, 
these calls aggregating 8107, 000. 000, which 
amount das all been redeemed except 
$4,500,000. The Treasurer's statement of liabil- 
ities and assets shows an increase in the goid 
coin and gold bullion heid, but there is a de- 
crease of this coin and bullion owned by the 
Treasury; the amount thus owned being #$13i,- 
691,000, axainst $140,000,000 May 1. The gold cer- 
tiicates now outstanding amount to 365.501.940, 
an increase of ever $11,000,000 during the mon 
The standard silver dollars in the Tres

bout $72,000,000 in silver certiticates. 

There is no material change in tae volume of 
silver certificates since May 1. 

The receipts for May show a failing off, com-

Genung, Chief Inspector tn charge of the 
Bureau of Tenement and Factory Iuspec- 
tion. An abstract of the advance sheets of 
Mr. Genung’s report will be foundin an- 
other column. Tue terrible overcrowding of 
tenements in Chicago is attributed to the 
searcity of houses here. While this indi- 
cates most unerringly the rapid growth of 
the city, it constitutes the most substantial 
and aitractive argument to the capital- 
ist and all who have money to in- 
vest. There are tenement blocks in 
some sections of Chicago which are re- 
turning an interest of 30 per cent to their 
owners, Of, course they are overcrowded, 
but the demands of the seekers for employ- 
ment constantly arriving are imperative, and 
they obtain the best shelter they can find. 
The conclusions reached by Mr. Genung 
will command attention. After pointing out 
many of the abuses of the existing tenement- 
house system, he gives due credit to the 
daily press, which has done so much to edu- 
cate the public to an appreciation of the im- 
portance of sanitary engineering. The State 
law provides a remedy for all the defects in- 
dicated in the report, and the enforcement 
of the provisions of that law should be in- 
sisted on.

DEMOCRATIC OBSTRUCTION AT SPRING- 
FIELD 


The elongated session of the Illinois Leg- 
islature is an outrage upon the people of this 
State. It is recognized and denounced as 
such by both the Democratic and Republican 
newspapers. The Springfield Journal eati- 
mates that the enforced delays amount to 
not less than four weeks in all, A very large 
expense has been inflicted needlesly upon 
the people aud important interests are suffer- 
ing from lack of attention. This condition 
of things would be reprehensibie no matter 
what the cause might be, but it becomes 
actually vicious in view of the fact that the 
entire delay has been due to the efforts of 
the men who have been bought up by the 
Liquor League to defeat the consideration 
of the reform license bill. The opponents 
of the bill have not dared to enter upon an 
open and square test of strength, but they 
have resorted to intrigue, bribery, and ob- 
struction to prevent a final vote, and in doing 
so they have sacrihced pretty much all the 
legislation of the session; they have dragged 
out the session at the cost of many thou- 
sands of dollars to the Public Treasury; and 
they have brought about scandals which 
have made the present House of Representa- 
tives stink in the nostrils of the people. 

This conspiracy against the public welfare 
and the State Treasury could not have been 
carried out without the aid of a corruption 
fund. The Democratic minority in the 
House has farmed out its influence and pros- 
tituted all its powers to the hired attorneys 
and agents of the Liquor League, They 
have thus made the Democratic party of the 
State directly responsible for the policy of 
obstruction. Every individual Democrat 
who has dared to assert his own convictions 
or has followed the wishes of his constitu- 
ents in voting for the bill whenever it could 
be brought up has been traduced and ma- 
ligned for it. Obstruction has been decreed 
as the policy of the Democratic machine at 
Springfield without any regard to the senti- 
ments of the Democratic voters on the li- 
cense question or the public interest in all 
the other legislative business which has been 
smothered in the same process, The Demo- 
cratic party has been sold out by a few cor- 
rupt leaders bribed and bought, training 
under Haines, and the majority of Democrat- 
ie members have stupidly and perversely 
sacrificed themselves and their party to ena- 
ble a handful of scamps to earn their whisky 
money.

A LITTLE TEMPERANCE SERMON. 

In the long address which Bishop Me- 
Laren delivered before the annual conven- 
tion of the Diocese of lilinois Wednesday, 
and which was mainly devoted to the affairs 
of the diocese, and therefore only of interest 
to its members, there is contained a passing 
allusion to the temperance question, which 
is a little temperance sermon in itself. It is 
so concise, so true, and so practical that it 
should be taken out of the address and pre- 
sented to the reader in its substance, lest by 
oversight it be fled away with the address 
as routine matter pertaining to the diocese 
only. it is too good and practical to be lost. 

We speak of it as a little temperance ser- 
mon because the Bishop deals with the sub- 

ject from the moral point of view exclusive 
ly, and what he says has its application not 
on the Episcopalian side alone, but might 
have been directed to all denominations and 
to all organizations of whatever kind en- 
gaged in temperance work. He hits the 
2 core of the mistake which is made by 

Prohibituonists, and by all others who ex- 
pect to reform social habits by compulsory 
legislation, in his remark: ** We must not ex- 
pect to do more than reduce the proportions 
of this dreadful vice. The evil will not be 
wholly extirpated. The Puritan idea of a per- 
fect church has failed wherever applied, and a 
like theory will prove abortive and disap- 
pointing when applied to the problems of 
social morals.” In other words, the good 
Bishop might have said there is no such 
thing as perfection attainable in this world, 
be it in politics, in morals, in social affairs, 
or in religion, because of the imperfections 
in human nature. Until the Prohibitionist 
ean devise legislation which will revolution- 
ize human nature, therefore, it is useless for 
him to suppose that he can prevent any man 
from drinking by legislation. Passing from 
the moral to a distinctively religious view of 
the problem, the Bishop says: “It has al- 
ways seemed to me that measures which 
contemplate coercive reform in the sphere 
of morals are so eptirely dissimilar to the 
principles of the divine government of men 
that they must fail to accomplish 
the results desired.” This thought -is 
worth the consideration of the Prohi- 
hibitionist reformers who have undertaken 
the task of making over human nature by 
compulsory statutes, and who, in assuming 
this wild possibility, go a step further than 
the Diyine Power itself, which, in its gov- 
ernment of the world, never seeks to coerce 
man. ‘The duty is placed before him. The 
penalty is clearly defined. He has the law 
in all its length and breadth, so that there is 
no possibility of misunderstanding it, but 
there is no coercion in the divine plan, The 
man is left free to obey or disobey, and takes 
the responsibility. The only agencies brought 
to bear upon him to induce him to obey are 
love, sympathy, compassion, and mercy. 
What the Divine Power, therefore, does not 
attempt to accomplish itis useless for man 
to attempt. It has failed utterly and misera- 
bly every time he has undertaken it. It 
will always fail, because perfection is impos- 
sible in this world, and no man was ever 
made good by coercion. As the Bishop says: 
“ With triumphant gratitude would we see 
every form of evil banished trom the world, 
but the time is not yet. We hasten the day 
by doing what we can and retard it by seek- 
ing to do what we cannot,” 

Bishop McLaren in his little sermon sug- 
gests the remedy for intemperance, not by a 
definit advocacy of high-license legislation, 
for he may have deemed that such a recom- 
mendation would have given a political bear- 
ing to his words, which would have been out 
of place in a religious convention, but we 
may well infer that he had high license in his 
mind when hesaid: “The average good sense 
of mankind is repelled by the wild dream of 
a temperance ( teetota! | Utopia, but recognizes 
the reasonableness of every attempt to mini- 
mize an evil that has its roots in our com- 
mon nature. In ali methods of moral re- 
form let us be thankfully eager to spend our 
strength in practicable effort.” As high 
license is the only agency that will minimize 
the evils of intemperance, as this has been 
shown to be the case in every instance where 
it has been tried, and as failure has always 
resulted from prohibitory legislation, or the 
attempt to make men perfect by statute or 
policeman’s club, we hazard little in saying 
that upon any other occasion Bishop Mo- 
Laren would advocate high license as the 
“practical effort of which he speaks, As 
that form of effort can alone make men tem- 
perate, why should it not be adopted, espe- 
clally when men can be made temperate but 
cannot be made teetotalers—and this is the 
sum and substance of the Bishop’s little tem- 
perance sermon.

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION AND TRADES- 
UNIONS. 

In a recent debate in the French Chambers 
the Minister of Public Education stated that 
no less than 300 industrial schools had been 
established in France and were in successful 
operation, and that the number would be 
multiplied until every commune nad its 
school at which boys would be trained in the 
various forms of labor. The system has also 


lishment and marked 

St. Louis Manual-Training School, the steps 
already taken to organize one in Chicago, 
and the active agitation of the subject in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, and 
Boston show how.deeply the system is tak- 
ing root in this country. The prospect is a 
prontising one, not only for the speedy es- 


tablishment of these schools in the large 


cities, but also for the combination of shop- 
work and school-work in some practical man- 
ner. Exactly how this can be done to the 
best ad vantage has not yet been determined, 
but the problem unquestionably will be 
solved so that the two systems may be har- 
monized, and parents who now feel obliged 
to withdraw their children from school at an 
early age because they need their help in 
supporting the family, or feel that they must 
be learning some form of labor, will be glad 
to have them remain two or three years 
longer when they know that they will grad- 
uate prepared to go to work at some trade 
earn a living. 

So far as the advantages of these manual- 
training schools are concerned we need not 
specify them at this time. To do so would 
only be to repeat what has frequently been 
said in Tun Trisune upon this subject. 
They are so apparent and lie so near the sur- 
face that wherever the system has been 
clearly placed before intelligent business- 
men its value has been at once recognized. 
There is, however, one view of the subject 
which has not received the attention it de- 
serves, and it is this; The manual-training 
school is destined to be the agency’ which 
will antagonize and thwart the organized 
conspiracy of foreign labor to prevent 
American boys from learning trades, 
The pending bricklayers’ strike in this 
eity and the strike of other organizations 
elsewhere have clearly enough shown the 
existence of this purpose, and indeed it may 
be assumed to be one of the fundamental 
conditions of every trades-union. A baser, 
more unjust, or more impertinent position 


| has never been taken by workingmen, and 


the worst feature of it is that most of those 
who assdme it are foreign workingmen, and 
that the victims of the injustice are Amer- 
ican boys, who are anxious to learn a trade, 
but are debarred because, forsooth, these 
men take it n themselves to dictate to 
employers the number of apprentices they 
shallemploy. If anything would exeuse a 
solid and determined banding together of 
Americans to crysh out this foreign-labor 
Know-Nothingism it would be this monstrous 
injustice practiced upon American boys. 
Every boy who desires to learn a trade has 
the right to learn it, and no contingency or 
emergency of trades-unionism can suggest 
even the shadow of an apology for pre- 
venting him. The manual-training school 
which will thoroughly equip every bo y who 
goes to it with the knowledge of the trade he 
wishes to learn is the agency which is bound 
to defeat the selfish and unjust schemes of 
trades-unionism to monopolize labor and 
keep it in its hands by keeping American 
boys out of it. The faster these schools are 
multiplied the stronger will be their blows at 
this foreign conspiracy. The boys who are 
growing up Into manhood will not have to 
beg permission to learn how to work, and in 
the large majority of cases meet with a blank 


refusal, They will come to the front skilled 


workmen, with their tools in their hands, 
prepared to work—no longer boys asking to 
be apprentices, but master-workmen pre- 
pared to assert their rights, and what will the 
trades-unions do about it? 


HARVARD COLLEGE AND BEN BUTLER. 
The Board of Overseers of Harvard Col- 
lege have at last broken through the tradi- 
tional form of advertising which that institu- 
tion has so long enjoyed by refusing to con- 
fer upon the Governor of the ancient Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts the degree of 
LL.D., with which it has heretofore deco- 
rated the occupant of the Gubernatorial 
Chair amid flourishes of trumpeta, the hi- 
larity of callow students, the military 
plaudits of the Goyernor’s Guard, and the 
waving of the pennon so proudly carried 
by the Butchers of Fanenil and Quincy 
Markets, in their capacity of Lancers, 
mounted upon the trusty chargers which 
when off duty deliver sirloins and chops to 
their customers, By a vote of 15 to 11 the 
deed was done, and the classic retreats 
of Harvard will be spared the spectacle of 
Ben Butler, its ancient enemy, riding proud- 
ly beneath its umbrageous elms up to the 
very shrine of the “nourishing mother” to 
receive at her hands the parchment of honor 
she has bestowed upon his predecessors, 
Ben Butler is a man of such infinit re- 
sourees, secret capabilities, and variegated 
wickedness that the public will now look 
with peculiar interest to his future course of 
proceeding. That he will make it very lively 
for that ancient pile of learning and stir up 
its hoafy cloisters with small cyclones of 
official wrath is certain, for he has never yet 
been in a situation that he did not enliven, es- 
pecially when that situation was an adverse 
one. His interview with a newspaper re- 
porter shows that the Harvard shaft hit him 
in a sore spot, for, though he at first declares 
that he can have no feeling because of the 
action of the Overseers, before he gets 
through talking he threatens all sorts of 
vengeance and intimates that he will use his 
influence to remove the exemption from tax- 
ation which the college now enjoys and to 
prevent it hereafter from exercising any 
political controt or having any official con- 
nection with the State. In this regard the 
Governor was not very consistent, nor 
did he show himself very courageous in seek- 
ing to shift the snub from his own shoulders 
by placing it upon those of the people. There 
can be no question the snub was meant for 
him and not for the office nor for the people, 
for the people of Massachusetts, like the 
people of every other State, have long ago 
outgrown college degrees and ceased to re- 
gard them as conveying any special honor

It is sad to dash the hopes of so benign 
and well-meaning a man as Kennaril, but it 
would be cruel to permit him to labor under 
the delusion that any reopening of the Ala- 
bama claims “ would be conducive to the de- 
velopment of friendly relations between the 
two countries.” It wouldn’t. The acts of 
the British people ypon which these claims 
were based have been pretty nearly forgot- 
ten, and to recall them would only serve to 
awaken the bitter resentment which was 
cherished many years in this country at En- 
giish cowardice and bad faith in extending 
practical aid to the enemies of the American 
Union at a critical moment in the struggle 
for the maintenance of the Government. If 
Mr. Kennard, M. P., is really anxious to 
promote “friendly relations” between En- 
gland and the United States he will do well 
to leave all reference to the Alabama claims 
to the writers of histor). 

There is another view of the matter 
which leads to the same conclusion. 
The Alabama claims were settled after a 
long apd tedious negotiation by the 
payment of a money indemnity to the 
United States Government. From that mo- 
ment England's interest in the award 
ceased. If the United States Government 
had not distributed one penny of this money 
among the individual sufferers from the 
depredations committed by privateers fitted 
out in English ports, British sentiment 
might have condemned the courseas im- 
proper and unfair, but the British Govern- 
ment would have had no claim upon the re- 
turn of the money. By a parity of reasoning 
it has no claim now upon any portion of the 
money which remains undistributed. If, 
therefore, it should take any steps toward 
reopening the ease it would simply be inter- 
fering in other people's affairs; and Mr. Ken- 
nard, M. P., must be the most guileless 
and unsophlsticated of persons if he needs 
to be told thatsuch. interference ig never 
conducive to friendly relations.“ 

If the case be looked at merely from a com- 
mercial point of view, then Mr. Kennard, M. 
P., should be reminded by the English news- 
papers that her Majesty’s Government made 
an exceedingly good bargain when the award 
was finally fixed. Englapd was charged only 
with the actual damage which grew out of 
the assistance rendered to the Rebels, and 
did not pay a shilling on account of exem- 
plary or incidental damages, As a result of 
the settlement on this basis, the English 
Government did not pay one-half nor one 
quarter as much as it ought to have been 
compelled to pay. Asa commercial propost- 
tion merely, there should be no desire in En- 
gland to reopen a bargain in which the 
British Government got so much the better 
of the negotiations; and it would only be 
prudent to reflect that such a reopening 
might encourdge the American Government 
to assert its rights even at this late day, 

While neither Mr. Kennard, M. P., nor his 
Government is entitled to any explanation in 
regard to the undistributed moneys of the 
Geneva award, the information may be yo!- 
unteered that the reason why the entire 
amount has not been absorbed by claimants 
is because there wasn’t enough to go around. 
If England had paid all it ought to have paid 
in the first instance the fund would have 
been distributed long ago, But as every 
claimant has clamored for the full amount of 
damage actually inflicted upon him, and as 
none would accept N moiety of his claim, the 
United States Government has been seriously 
embartassed in cutting up an insufilicient 
quantity of pudding to satisfy all who claim 
a slice, If there were any left over after a 
tair distribution, the United States might 
fairly retain the surplus as a partial indem- 
nity for the five and a half millions which 
the British chiseled it out of in the ‘fisheries 
swindle; but, unfortunately, there will be no 
such chance to get even, 

if Mr. Kennard, M. P., is interested in the 
“friendly relations” of the British and 
American Governments he may better drop 
this whole subject.

He says that the 
legal relations of the Oil Company to the State, 
so far as the question of the payment of taxes 
is concerned, has been finally adjudicated upon 
by the Supreme Court, and that under the reso- 
lution proposed no notice whatever could 

taken of the charges made by him 

( en) against the Standard Oll Company. He 

su however, that a committee be ap- 

poiated and specially empowered to inquire into 
the charges made by bim that the officers of the 

Standard Oil Company bad bribed an officer of 

the State to suppress the testimony collected 

for the State, and also into the charges of un- 
just and unfair discrimination by the Penusy!- 
vapia Railroad Company iu favor of the Stand- 
ard Ou Company and against other shippers 
competing with said oil company. The resoiu- 
tuon relative to the propcsed appointment of a 
committee to investigate the legal relations ot 
the Standard Oil Company to the State in the 
matter of the taxation to be paid by said cor- 
poration was then taken up. Senator Gordon 
spoke for the resolution as reported. and in- 
sisted that it covered the whole ground. After 
further discussion the resviution as reported 
was agreed to and sent to the House for con- 


currence.

TERRIFIC RAIN-STORM. 


Indian Creek, Which Flows Through 
Council Bluffs,Becomes a Rag- 
ing Torrent. 


Seven Bridges, Two Culverts, and Na- 
merous Dwellings and Barns 
Swept Away. 


Several Lives Believed to Have Been Lost— 
immense Damage to Pfbp- 
erty. 


Councit. Buurrs, Ia., June 1-—At 6 o'clock 
this evening one of the worst rainstorms that 
ever visited this vicinity set in, and tor four 
hours the water poured down io torrents. I[n- 
dian Creek, which runs through the heart of the 
city, overflowed, and the damage from the same 
is roughly estimated at $200,000. 

Seven iron bridges and two stone culverts be- 
longing to the city were swept away, as were also 
several dweilings and barns along the creck. 

All the business-houses on Main street and 
Broadway are flooded. 

REPORTED LOSS OF LIFE. 

Several losses of life are reported. 

The water in the streets one block from the 
creek was waist-deep with aswiftvurrent. — 

Ories for heip could be heard in every direc- 
tion, but the swiftness of the current rendered 
assistance impossible. 

At 2 o'clock it is raining the most terrific 
rain flood Western lowa ever experienced. The 
storm which set iu about 6 o'clock was a heavy 
shower, but no citizen fora moment anticipated 
the devastation that has followed. 

THE CITY DIVIDED. 

The creek divided the city, ana the flood rose 
so quickly that many business men found it 
impossible to reach their wives and children, 
and a number narrowly escaped from drowning. 


Mourning in the city tonight is universal, and 
the — of property cannot now be es- 
imated. 

The following is from the Nonpareil: The 
most frightful calamity occurred last evening 
after 6 o'clock. There bad been threatenings or 
rain during the entire day, with occasional 
showers, but when evening camo it seemed 
as though the very heavens fell.

THE SITUATION AT MIDNIGHT. 


At midoight, although the creek seemed to 
ha ve spent its fury, the water in the western and 
soutbern part of the city was rapidly rising, and 
many peopie were compelled to tae boat and 
escape. 

The facts as to the amouat of devastation by 
the storm it is impossible to give at this bour, 
but the loss to the city alone will be bundreds of 
thousands, besides that of private individuals. 

THE STORM ELSEWHERE. 

Des Mornes, Ia., June 1.—([Special.]~—A severe 
storm visited Western lewa this evening. The 
rainfall was unusually heavy, and was accom- 
panied by more or less hall and heavy wind.

Difficulties Regarding the Division of 
the East-Bound Live-Stock 

from This City. 

Mr. G. B. Spriggs, General Freight Agent of 
the Nickel-Plate, and Mr. R. B. Organ, Live- 
Stock Agent of that road in this city, were 
closeted yesterday with Mr. T. C. Moore. Joint 
Agent of the East-bound pools frow this city, 
and made strenuous efforts to convince that 
gentieman that the 10 per cent of the east- 
bound live-stock traffic awarded to their com- 
pany by Arbitrator Adams was too little, and 
that it should have at least 15 per cent, the rec- 
ords showing thatit could handle even more 
than that amount. Mr. Spriggs said that al- 
though his road got but 10 per cent during the 
month, not beimg allowed to take more under 
the agreement, yet it could have carried more 
than 5 per centin addition if it bad been al- 
lowed to take all that was offered to it by ship- 


pers. 
Mr. Moore admitted that the Nickel-Plate 


easily secured its 10 per cent, but further than 
that would not commit himself, baving nothing 
todo with the matter except to see that the 
agreement is maintained and the business prop- 
erly divided in accordance with the allotted per- 
centages. 
The Nickel- Plate has appealed from the de- 
cision of Arbitrator Adams giving it but 10 per 
cent of the livestock. It can do this, because 
the decision made by Mr. Adams was not made 
as Arbitrator, but for Commissioner Fink. His 
decision on the appeal will be finai, and must be 
accepted. Full arguments and statistics re- 
garding this matter have been sent by the 
Nickel- Plate people to Arbitrator Adams, and 
the other roads have also forwarded — 
ments and figures sbowimeg their de 
of. the case. dome of these roads 
deny that the Nickel-Piate is entitled to such a 
sbare of the business as it claims, and they as- 
sert that 10 per cent even istoomucn. The 
Grand Trunk ciaims that it has better facilicies 
tor securing and handiing the business than the 
Nickel-Plate, and yet its pro is but 6 per 
cent. This road is at present doing its live-stock 
business independent of the pool in order to 
show bow much it is capable of handling. The 
trunk lines are willing to give it an increased 
— 25 Bape oho ae it puts ite dressed-beef 
usiness in pool. The Grand Trunk is Wil- 
ing to do this provided it gets a large enough 
percentage. It bas live stock and 
dressed combined during the last few months 
f per cent, but 
thine allow it 
an 
& Atlantic has also commenced to compete 
forthe east-bound Uve-stock traffic, and will 
also have to be allowed a share of the business. 
Jo give these roads all they demand would cut 
down the pereentages of the other roadsto ex- 
ceedingiy small tigures, whick they are not 
will to accept. It will, therefore, be seen 
that bitrator Adams has no easy task in re- 
arranging the live-stock percentages of the 
eust-bound roads from this city.

A Fight Between the Denver & Ric 
Grande and Wells, Fargo & Co.'s 
Ex press. 

A war bas just been commenced between the 
Denver & Rip Grande Rullway Company and the 
Wells, Fargo & Co. Express. The Rio Grande, 
which now Connects with the Central Pacific at 
Ogden, bas been trying to make a contract with 
the Wells, Fargo & Co. Express, which at pres- 
ent does allthe express business west of the 
Massouri River, but has been unable to secure 
such terms as it deemed fair and just. The ex- 
press company considers itself lu a position to 
dictate terms to the Rio Grande, as it controls 
the express business of its connections west 
of Ogden and east of Denver, The Ric Grande, 
bowever, refuses to be forced to terms, and says 
rather than submit it will bandle its own ex- 
press business. It bas applied to the Burlington 
to carry its express business from Denver to 
Chicago, and the Santa Fé to carry it from Pu- 
eblo to Kansas City. Those roads have the ap- 
plication under consideration, but have not yet 
decided what they will doin the matter. It is 
understood that the contract of both the Bur- 
lington and Santa Fé Roads with the Wells, 
Fargo & Company Express expires aext month, 
and that they will then be able to. e to 
the request of the Rio Grande if they 
desire to do so. Much of course, will 
depen& upon the outcome of the nego- 
tiations between those roads and the express 
company fora renewal of their contracts. If 
they secure favoruble terms they will likely 
make new contracts witb the express company, 
and in that event the Rio Grande would not be 
able to make much of a fight. The probability 
however, is that the Buriington and Santa Fé 
wilisecure no such terms from tne express 
company as they want, and that, therefore, 
they will join the Rio Grande iu startingan in- 
dependent express for handling the California 
express business. 


The Success of the Rallway Exposi- 
tion Assured— Large Crewds Attend- 
ing-Low Raliroad Fares. 

Mr. E. H. Talbott, Secretary of the National 
Exposition of Railway Appliances, received a 
letter from the Secretary of the Board of Bdu- 
cation informing him that about 20,000 schvuol 
children were expected to visit the Ex- 
position Saturday. The attendance at the 
Exposition is constantly increasing, and 
by next week great crowds are expected. Thou- 
sands of railroad mechanics and engineers are 
expected to come here and examine the exhib- 
its, the managers of the leading roads having 
offered them special inducements in the matter 
of fares. The Western roads are not adbering 
to the agreement to charge one and a third fare 
for the round trip to such as wisb to come here 
to visit the Exposition. Several of the roads 
have already arranged excursions at exceed- 
ingly low rates, and others are now making ar- 
rangements for such cheap exoursions. The 
Eastern roads are also doing better than wus 
expected. Instead of selling tickets to che Ex- 
position Mondays and Tuesdays only, good until 
the followmg Monday, at one fare for the round 
trip, some of them have decided to seli tickets 
at that rate every day during the Exposition, 
good until used. This competition among the 
various roads will greatly benefit the Exposi- 
tion, as large numbers of people will come bere 
who would have remained away had the rail- 
rouds adhered to the high rates first agreed 


upon.

It is forbidden 
to a priest to complain from the altar of the 
meugroness, of che vferings of bis congregation, 
or to collect money at the church doors. The 
decrees referring to this matter are open 
igacred in more than one church in this cits, 
thoug fn a majority of Gem it ig observed. 
Oue West Side clergyman has become noted fur 
the manuer in which de badgers Bis congregs- 
tion about money. It is always money, mouey, 
mouey. Money for church repairs. for coal, for 
himgeif, for hfs househotduses. Enis clermynan 
on Easter and Ciristmas times stands t the 
door of his church anpd.demands of ene meni- 
ber who eaters the church a coatribution. If 
the contribution fs not satisfactory he makes 
uncourpiimentary remarks about the conirib- 
utor, bis or ner dress, or person. Ithag become 
so scundaious that hundreds of Memoets of the 
parish attend divine service eisewnhere. The 
clergyman ft question is reported to be quite 
wealthy, worth about 510% or thereabouts. 
The Archbishop knows very little about such 
vfolauons of the Haltimore decrees, probably 
nothing, as peuple are loath to enter complaints 
about clergymen. “Irish Catholics,” said the 
gentieman interviewed, have a particular hor- 
2 of interfering between a priest and his 
“ But these are not the only decrees viviated.

brought upon the church by such a violation is 
Known to everybody.

Iowa Congregational Association. 

Dundu. Ia., June 1.-—[Special.}—The pro- 
ceedings of the lowa Congregational Associa- 
tion today were mostly of a routine character— 
receiving committee reports, appoiuting new 
committees, etc. The total number of Congre- 
gational ministers in Iowa is given at 179, witha 
church membership of 15,587.

THE RAILWAY EXPOSITION.

If they are censured, 
however, as they probably will be, their excuse 
will tal to the ground. for the facts are that 
they have been paid $5 per day—and looking at 
their bilis it would appear that they bad been 
employed all the time—to keep posted on just 
such points. But this is not the worst of it, for 
it transpires that they have manifested such a 
dearth of interest in the subjectasto make it

Dr. De Wolf has been attacked lately by 
certain Aldermen for cutting down the salaries 


of his inspectors below the rate fixed by the | 


Council. He does not deny the truth of the 
charge, but claims to act only in the interest of 
economy. He has explained to his inspectors 
that the Council had fixed their saiary at $1,200 
in the belief that all of them had to bandle 
smali-pox patients. This work being done away 
with, it had been decided to allow the salary 
fixed by the Council to only five, instead of four- 
inspectors, and pay the other nine 
the rate ot $75 a month. In order 
show no  0partiality, all the men 
who had formerly been employed in 
handling small-pox patients would receive the 
larger salary an equal leugth of time. When 
the Doctor told the men of this he also added 
that complaints had been reveived that some 
of the men connected with bis department had 
on various occasions neglected to show good 
breeding, and expressed the hope that the 
Health Officers would avoid in the future giv- 
ing cause for such complaints. Only two of 
the Inspectors, Peter Ward and Josept Gan- 
non, have thrown up their positions on account 
of the reduction in saiaries. All the others 
seem to be satisued.

Governments sometimes surrender 
meu as a matter of international courtesy when 
no treaty exists, as was the case with Tweed. It 
appears to me that Guiteau’s crime was the 
crime of murder, and such was the universal 
sentiment of this country. It is certain that the 
universal seotiment in Great Britain piaces the 
Phenix Park assasins in the same category. 
Now, uo one cau doubt what Engiand’s action 
would bave been if Guiteau had escaped and 
sought refuge there. He would have been 
promptly surrendered if demanded. The exact 
words of the treaty are that murcor, or an as- 
sault with intent to murder, is extraditabie, but 
the intent must be clearly proven.”

Alliance, Mr. Pierrepont said de doubted the 
existence of — such alliance, either for pur- 

of aggression or defense. He did not bo- 
lieve Fraoce had any cause tor alarm. It was 
uite curious to watch the excitement caused in 
ngiand and elsewhere by the aggressive meas- 
ures of Franceia colonial directions.

Cheat as Wheat. 
Recently the agrienitural journals of the coun- 
try bave been devoting some time and space to 
the consideration of that old question, Does 
wheat turn to cheat?” It is now some years 
since the discussion of this question raged 
bottest and mea of prominence all over the land 
ran themselves on either side of a contro- 
veray that for atime waxed warm and wordy. 
But certainly if there is any one thing that is 
definitely known today, it is that wheat does 
not, in fact cannot, turn to cheat. In every case 
where staiks of wheat and chess (or choat) ap- 
arentiy all springiug from the same roots, bave 
en subjected to a microscopical examina tion, 
it has been discovered that the roots supporting 
the one were quite separate and distinct from 
those supporting theother. Itseems that this 
spring numerous compiaints are made by farm- 
ers that their wheat is turning to cheat. and 
hence the resurrestion of the subject. These 
farmers should know that pot only cheot but 
various other seeds! will lie in the ground for 
years beiow what is termed the line of germina- 
tion, without sprouting, pure and on being 
brought nearer the surface will tien germi- 
nate and grow. 
So the best way. the only one in fact, to keep 
“wheat from turn to cheat’ ie to keep the 
ground clean, and to sow, only clean, fine seed. 


Corn-Plianting Experiments. | 

The cold, wet spring of this, like that of last, 
year bas made muchof the farm-work even 
worse than useless, because it has left the 
ground in a condition but littie better than that 
of ground unplowed, while it bas absorbed time 
which might havé been better used for other 
work, and seed which would certainly have been 
better in the crib than in the fleld.

January and February were mild, March was

known in this latitude; frost and ice were com- 
mon. Almost every green thing was killed; 
fruit pearly all destroyed. Snow fell to the 
depth of ten inches in Vermont, seven in Maine, 
three in the interior of New York, and also ia 
Massachusetts. There were few warm days. 
It was called a dry season. But little rain fell, 
The wind biew steadily from the north, cold and 
tierce. Mothers knit extra socks and mittens 
for their children in the spring, and wood-piles 
that usuaily disappeared during the warm spell 
in front of the houses were steadily built up 
again. Piaoting and shivering were done to- 
gether, and the farmers who worked aut their 
taxes on the country roads wore overcoats and 
mittens. In a town in Vermont a fiock of sheep 
belonging to a farmer bad been Sent as usual to 
their pasture.

A farmer who had a large field of corn in 
Tewksbury built res around it at night to ward 
off the frost. Many aco @vening be and his 
neighbors took turn in watching them. He 
was rewarded with the only crop of corn in the 
neighborhood. Considerable dama was done 
in New Orleans in vonsequence of rapid rise 
of the Mississippt River. Fears were enter- 
tained that the sun was cooling off, and 
throughout New England all picnics were strict- 
ly prohibited.

Northern Transit Company. 

Two new propellers have just been complete d 
at Coilimgwood for the Northern Transit Com- 
pany. They are to run between Collingwood 
and Sault St. Marie, along the north shore of 
Georgian Bay, and cost nearly $100,000. They 
are named respectively the Atlantic and Pacific. 
The Pacific is 180 feet long and thirty-one feet 
beam, with concave sides, and very fine lines 
fore and aft. Her engines and boiler are placed

The Golden Age. ‘ 

Friese’s immense new tow barge Golden Age, 
which was launched last September, bas arrived 
at Huron, where she will be fitted out. She bas 
been built after the most approved plans of

WEIGHING COAL. 


The Senate bill to provide for the weighing of 
coai at mines was called up and passed, 
Its object is to insure the correct weighing of 
coal and the use of a track scale at the mine, 
such weight to be taken as the basis on which to 
compute the miners’ wages. The bill also pro- 
vides for a check-weigher in the person of a 
miner employed at the mines, who is to balauce 
the scales, see that the coal is properly weigbed, 
and keep a correct account of the same. 
Mine-operators failing to provide à track 
scale, or a tform scale where the former can- 
not be „ and refusing to allow the check- 
weighers proper facilities, are to be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punisbed accord- 
ingiy. The main idea of the bill is to remove 
one fruitful source of disagreements between 
mine-owners and unions, ana to that extent to 
do away witha very common cause of strikes. 
GRAIN INSPECTION.

A Colored Wife-Murderer Hanged at Oxford, N. c. 
—Disappointed Crowds of Would-Be , 
_ Lookers-On. 


A General Moliday at Maco, Ga., Over 
the Execution of Two Negro Mur- 
derers~Special Trains, Crowds, and 
Pienic Arrangements. 
MAOON, June 1.—[Special.]—The 

of John Balley and Henry Wimbush herejtoday 
at noon was an event of great importance with 
the colored element of this Trains 
came in last night crowded with negroes, and us 
early as dawn, this morning large crowds in 
every direction were seen making their way to 
the location of tne gallows. While this‘was go- 
ing on thousands of the most inquisitive were 
gathering on Fourth street, in front of the jail. 
At 11 Bailey and Wimbush were taxen from the 
jail and placed in a Close carriage 
by sheriff Westcott and Jaller Foster, 
who took seats by them. As soon as 
the doomed men came out of the jail the crowd 
made a rush in the direction of the vehicle to 
catch a glimpse of them. The Floyd Rifles and 
Southern ets, having been ordered out to do 
duty, were bn hand, and by the aid of bayonets 
kept the crowd partially under control. When 
everything was in readiness a carriage contain- 
ing the doomed men, who were received hand- 
cuffed, commenced moving down Fourth street. 

The military was deployed about the moving 

vehicle so ag to Keep the crowd back. The line 

of march was down Fourth street to Piwe. At 
the foot of the latter street the gallows 
stood. The greatest excitement prevailed 
along the line of march. Thou- 
sands of inguisitive people were straining 
every point to get close to the carriage. When 
the grounds were reached Bailey and Wimbush 
were removed from the carriage by the officers 
and escorted to the tent near the scaffold, which 
structure occupied the centre of a square 
formed by stretching a strong rope. Here for 
nearly an hour the men passed the time pray : 
ing, reading the Bible, and conversing with 
Father Colbert. spiritual adviser of the unfort- 
unate men. Wimbush coociuded with an at- 
tempt to chant a Metnodist hymn common 
among the negroes, interspersed with a deafen- 
ing shout. A good start had hardly been made 
before he was interrupted by Father Colbert, 
who remonstrated with him and told him 
that he was dying a Catholic, not 4 
Methodist, Under protest Wimbush suspended 
and was followed by Bailey, who addressed the 
crowd in pretty much the same manner and as 
briefly. When the trap was sprung the doomed 
men dropped six feet, the necks of both being 
broken by the fall. They died with crucifixes in 
their hands, the bands of each being pinioned ia 
front. Wimbush and Bailey were buried ia 
white shrouds. Fully 15,000 persons witnessed 
the hanging, two-thirds of whom were negroes. 

A noticeable feature of the occasion was the es- 

tablishment of scores of impromptu refresh- 

ment-stands about the gallows, presided over 
by negro women, who evinced great determina- 
tion ia the direction of making all the money 
possibie out of the event. 

DONE FOR A DOLLAR. 

John Bailey, the negro whose neck was broken 
on the scaffold at Macon today, as a punishment 
for the murder of Paris Tapman, was small in 
stature, weighing only about 140. He was five 
feet six inches high, and 58 years of age. Bailey 
was an unusually genteel-looking negro, pos- 
sessing more than an average education for a 
manof his position in life Tapman, whom 
Bailey killed, is represented as baving been an 
oid negro, bowed down under the weight of sev- 
eral score of years. The murder occurred ia 
May. 1882. It was at night. That evening the 
„Sons and Daughters of Jacob, a colored or- 
ganization of Macon, met at their hail on Cot- 
ton avenue for the pur of holding its regu- 
lar monthiy meeting. hile the organization 
was discussing the objects for which it bad met, 
the male members of the society were constant- 
ly going out and coming in. The reason of their

or him. Before Tapman had an opportunity 
to comply with the request another negro came 
in and wanted to buy some article kept in the 
store. Tapman left Bailey and went into the 
store to attend to the wants of his customer. 

After do this he returged to tne saloon to 

wait on ey, and when he opened his money- 
awer found its contents missing. He imme- 

lately charged Bailey with baving stolen tne 

money, and a dispute arose between m. 

When the two bad nearly reached the street 

Bailey drew a pistol and fired at Tapmaan, sead- 

ing the contents of his pistol through Tapman’s 

head, killmg him almost instantly. Bailey 
then ieft the city and came two tlanta, 
where de remained a couple of months. Re- 
turning to Macon from Atlanta he was arrest- 
ed by Sheriff Westcott and lodged in jail. Upon 
being tried he was found ao tty and sentenced 
to be hung in January, 182. His case was taken 
to the Supreme Court, where a new trial was re- 
fused, and upon again being brought before 

Judge Thomas J. Simmons was resentenced to 

death on the gallows June 1. 1583 An unusual

feature of Bailey’s case is that for several years 


he was the carriage-driver of Judge Simmons, 
before whom he was tried. and who passed the 
sentence of death upon him. 

WIMBUSH. 

Henry Wimbush, colored, wo was hung at 
Macou today forthe killmg of another negro, 
whose name was Morgan Washington, was of 
“ginger-cake™ color, 36 years of age, five feet 
ten inches high, and weighed about 150. He and 
bis victim at the time of the murder were em- 
pioyed in the same gang of section hands oa the 
Macon & Brunswick Railroad, about six miles 
from Macon. Mr. Harris, a section boss,“ had 
charge of the gang. Early on the morning of 
this event Wimbush dad Washington were work- 
ing side and side,“ as the negroes put it, on the 
line of the track. The men were packing dirt 
under the cross-ties. While they were at work 
Washington told Wimbish that be was not doing 
his work properly. lu answer to this 
Wimbush cursed Washington, and told 
him to attend to his own business. 
At this juncture the Signal was givenfor the 
mento stop work for breakfast.

Bob Henderson, a Colored Wife-Mure- 
derer, Hanged at Oxiord, N. ©.

N. C., today, the victim being Bob Henderson, 
the colored wife-murderer. The excitement 
over the event was unusual, as the murderer

Tue Town of Oxford was filled at an early hour 
with a motiey crowd from all sections, some 
coming a distance of forty miles, by all modes 
of conveyance. The announcement had been 
made, and was spread far and wide, that the ex- 
ecution would be public, but the County Com-

it took place in the small yard of the jail, and 
was witnessed by only about fifty persons. The 
crowd surged up to the inclosure, and at 
noon there was a breathless silence. Up to

Its Injurious Effect Upon the Industries 
of the Country. 

At the free-trade dinner in New York Mon- 
day night Mr. J. Schoenhof spoke as follows ia 
reply to the toast, Free Raw Materials: 

GIVE US FREE MATERIAL. 

It is then not the wage question which pre- 
vents our manufacturers from escaping forced 
auction or Sheriff's sales, and from finding an 
outlet in foreign markets. It is the raw ma- 
terial question alone—nothing more &nd noth- 
ing less—that lies at the bottom of the whole 
difficulty. Free raw materials, free wool, jute, 
flax, ete., free coal, free ores, dyestuffs, all and 
everything that enters into a first process of 
manufacture—make these absolutely free, and 
you give us Archimedes’ standingpoiat, from 
which we can lift the worid. Perpetuate our 
present system, devised in an evii hour, and 
you will ivite new ruin and deseiation amidst 
all the plenty which Nature's sun bas charmed 
into life. @ are finding now, in those indus- 
tries which are enjoying the highest protection, 
a stagnation paralleled only by chat of 1877 and 
1878, when miii-property went begging for ey 
ers at 50 and even W cents on the dollar. in 
woolens the trade is all but paralyzed. Oaly 6 
few days ago an auction sale of 12.000 pieces of 
beavy wooiens took place for want of regular 
buyers. In the iron and steel trade the la 
failures that have tasen piace but recently 
prove to anicety the fallacy of the protective 
policy, the inevitable final collapse of ail indus- 
tries whose raw materials are taxed. A tax on 
raw materials necessarily closes all foreign out - 
lets, and what industry can withstand the dis- 
asters consequent on too rapid an accumulation 
of stocks without a corresponding increase of 
consumers? Of what avail are all netural ad- 
vantages, the cheapness and superiority of pro- 
ductive methods, thé perfection ef machi 
and motive power, 60 long as our wool pays a ta 
of 10 cents in the grease or 30 to 40 cpnts scoured, 
iron ore and coal 76 cents a ton, copper ore 2% 
cents a pound, ete.? Goods produced from ma- 
terials taxed in that way can never enter into 
competition with those of nations whose mate- 
rials are not so taxed, even if the manutacturer 
should be willing to sacrifice his profit or suffer 
a loss, or wages be reduced to the starving point. 

WHAT DETERMINES PRICES. 

All prices are governed by the price of the 
raw material. A on the raw material acts 
like leaven, sweiling the dough to abnormal 
size. proportionate value of these raw ma- 
terials is as one to twenty. The protected ma- 
teriails—minerals, coal, ores, wool, jute, bemp, 
flax, dyestuffs, eta—amount barely to $200.-

Now, gentlemen, do you know what 
this much-vaunted tax reduction amounts to? 
The tax of 10 centgand II per cent has been 
reduced to 10 cents, but to offset this great sac- 
rifice and slauguter of these lambs the price 
limit has been reduted from & to 30 cents, and 
instead of at 32 cents all wools at O cents have 
to pay 12 cents a pound in the . These are 
the woois we are actually in need of todiversify 
our fabrics, but the Ohio ana Pennsyivania 
men say: No; shall not have them; you 
must buy our stuff even if it not suit 
you~even if it is not what you say you must 
bave to make fine§ fabrics’: and the people 
obligthgly bow to ſhe inevitable and silently 
submit. Will all this ! be covered b 
that other phrase: A tariff for revenue, wit 
incidental: protection’? What is its meaning? 
Cannot the same oppression and ruinous prac- 
tice be exercised under this motto as weil as 
under that of Equal ,protection for our home 
industries’? Is it not the same tencing over 
again? the same fear to jeopardize the election 
in Ohio and Pennsyivania? If we wish go reach 
results worthy of the occasion, then let us for- 
mulate our demands in unmistakable language: 
( Raw materiale absolutely free. (2) mod- 
erate tariff on manufactures, in no wise to ex- 
ceed 2% to 30 per cent ad vaiorem, graded accord - 
ing to the labor required for tneir production: 
goods of bigbest tinish to pay the highest rates. 
This would be a rational beglaning-“ect all we 
may desire, but certainly better than the hori- 
zontal planing-down process, which would only 
perpetuate all the evil consequences of the 
present system.” |

Aided the daily press the department has 
su in educating. the genera! public to 
the importance of “sanitary engineering” in 
housebuilding, and Mr. Genung finds now that 
buliders almost vie with each other in adopting 
the very best approved arrangements in a sani- 
tary way. No complaints have been made by 
tenants of houses erected since the law went 
into forte, while during the last year over 1,400 
examinations had to be made pursuant to writ- 
ten complaints from tenants living in houses 
built in the old manner without regard to sani- 
tary requirements. Du the year 1882 per- 
mits were granted for the erection of 2,454 
places of Habitation, after an examiuation and 
approval of the places by the department.

History traces battles only from the time the 
troops appear on the field.

Lam told that stays were first of all invent- 
ed by some man for the punishment of his 
wife.
